Don't 
buy your books from this 
site, head over to www.half. 
com (or other similar sites) 
and enter the ISBNs (not just 
the names, this will ensure 
you get the right edition). You 
should be able to get a better 
deal than the campus book- 
store. If you absolutely need 
your books the first day of 
class then get them from the 
campus bookstore or some 
other reputable store. 

6. Make new friends. 

If you don't make new 
friends, you'll find that Mar- 
tin is a very boring place.

Freshmen gain many things 
when they come to college for 
the first time: new friends, 
new freedoms and new expe- 
riences. Unfortunately, how- 
ever, they also tend to gain 
something else. 

It's known as the Freshman 
15, those few extra pounds that 
freshmen tend to gain after 
leaving home and coming to 
college and can be caused by 
a number of factors. 

"Freshman are eating in 
an unfamiliar setting," says 
Dr. Jennifer Levy, Director of 
the Counseling Center here 
at UTM. "They're having to 
make their own food choic- 
es, some for the first time. 
Their also stressed, which 
makes them more likely to eat 
more." 

Another problem, accord- 
ing to Levy, is that students 



get so busy that 
they don't have 
the time to make 
healthy snack 
choices. "Many 
of them will be 
running out to 
a meeting or to 
class and just 
grab whatever is 
available." 

A way to com- 
bat this is to have 
healthy snacks, 
like fruit and 
cheese, on hand 
when you're 
rushing out. 

Exercise is 
also a good way 
to make sure you don't gain 
the extra weight. UTM has 
a fitness center available to 
students only, and Levy says 
that even a simple walk can 
help. "When you make your 
schedule out, be sure to leave 
some time in there for a trip 



to the fitness center, the pool, 
or some other kind of physical 
activity." 

Stress and bad food choices 
aren't the only culprits in the 
weight gain. According to an 
article on kishealth.org, alco- 
hol consumption, smoking 



and lack of sleep 
are also contribu- 
tors. 

So does this mean 
that those cookies 
your mom sends 
in a care package 
are off limits? Not 
necessarily. 

"The freshman 
15 may turn out 
to be a Loch Ness 
monster of cam- 
pus life — a much- 
reported phenom- 
enon with little 
documentation 
behind it," says a 
2006 article in the 
New York Times. 
"Recent studies find that 
some first-year students are 
indeed likely to gain weight 
— but it might not be the full 
freshman 15, and it may not 
happen during the first year", 
says kidshealth.org. 

That means you don't have 



to worry too much about 
gaining weight. After all, who 
needs more stress? But weight 
gain can be a problem, though 
one easy to avoid. 

If you want more informa- 
tion on eating healthy while 
in college. Levy says that there 
are plenty of resources avail- 
able. One such book is "The 
Dorm Room Diet", written 
by Princeton student Daphne 
Oz. The Counseling Center 
also has pamphlets dealing 
with wellness of college stu- 
dents. And there's always the 
Internet. 

So don't think that you have 
to stop eating altogether just 
so you don't gain those dread- 
ed Freshmen 15. It's okay to 
go out for pizza with your 
new roommate. You just have 
to make the right choices on 
when to eat, and how much. 
And choices, says Levy, are 
what it all comes down to.
